Recently flood-ravaged counties of 
South Texas looked fearfully to- 
day at leaden skies in 'the wake 
of rains of cloudbursts propor- 
tions. 


Shortly after midnight a thirty- 


mile strip in Hays, Caldwell and 
Guadalupe counties -was deluged. 
Reedville reported 6 inches and 
Martindale and Staples the same 
amount. 
The' San Marcos river was re- 
ported on la 16-foot rise at Fent- 
ress. 15 miles south of here. 
Four incKes of rain fell in the 
Plum Creek area near Kyle where 
seventeen persons were killed' two 
weeks ago by high water. The 
creek was said to be rising only 
slightly. 
Five hundred feet .of track on 
the Katy line between here and 
Houston was washed out at Reed- 
ville. Repairs 
were made 
after 


five hours. 
A two-inch rain fell at Llano 
west of here causing the Llano 
river to rise sharply and render- 
ing the low water bridge impass- 
able. 
Austin experienced a 4.83 rain 
Slight damages were reported. 


Crops in the areas where heav

The first official intimation of

Hoover, head of the justice agents 
and a subordinate of Cummings. 
Newspapermen had asked him 


about reports that the 
agents, 


who had participated in so many 
sensational inquiries and 
man- 
hunts, were now being probed by 
the secret service. 


"There has been sorn* activity, 


I suspect of an III advised na- 
ture," Cummings answered, 
"I'll say this," he continued, 


"if anybody's shooting at Hoover, 
they are shooting at the wrong 
person. They'd better start shoot- 
ing at me." 


William H. Moran, chief of the 
secret service, was asked about 
the reported Investigation and re- 
plied "there's nothing to it." 


A third detective service, the 
postal 
inspectors, 
preserved 
a 


studied silence but were known 
to be awaiting.developments eag- 
erly. There has been rivalry be- 
tween this service, oldest of all 
the federal Investigating agencies, 
and Hoover's men.

Gun Leveled At King 
Is Knocked From Hand 
Of Attacker By Woman

LONDON, July 16.—W—A discontented subject of 


King Edward VIII leveled a loaded revolver at his mon- 
arch today in what seemed to be an. attempt at assassina- 
tion. 


But the man, seized by police after his gun had been 


knocked from his hand by a "woman in grey," said his 
act was only a protest and exclaimed: "I didn't want to 
hurt him in any way." 


Rushed from crowded Constitution Hall, where he. 


was overwhelmed by police while King Edward rode on 
to Buckingham Palace at the head of his troops, the pris- 
oner was taken to Bow street station and remanded for 
eight days on a charge of "unlawful possession of a fire- 
arm with intent to endanger life." 


Police said his name was George Andrew McMahon, 


about 34 years old, a Scotsman, and that he was a news- 
paperman. They held back a jeering, cat-calling thronjf 
Avhile he was whisked from Bow street to prison.

The fig- 
ures Indicate each state's percentage of normal rainfall during the first 
half of 1936. The department of agriculture defines drought as any pro- 
longed period when rainfall Is 15 per cent or more below normal. Such 
conditions prevail over most of the region where the nation's food or- 
dinarily Is grown.

PECANS HONORED 
STATECONVENTION 


E. E. RISIEN IS KNOWN AS 
FATHER OF PECAN INDUS- 


TRY OF WORLD 


SAN SABA, July 15.—(/P)—T h e 


most popular guest at the Texas 
Pecan Growers' convention here 
today was E. E. Risien, father of 
the pecan Industry. 


The convention voted special re- 


cognition of the 88-year-old native 
of Deal, County of Kent, England, 
who more than 50 years ago top- 
worked a pecan tree and paved the 
way 
to 
production 
of 
quality 


pecans. 
Risien started his work near San 


Saba, the center of Texas' pecan- 
growing area, soon after he and 
his wife came to the United States 
from England. 


Since the time he. propagated the 


first pecan buds, he has centered 
all his efforts to the Improvement 
of pecans. His nurseries, which he 
still superintends, have produced 
many of the leading, varieties of 
pecang and practically all of the 
major pecan growers have sought 
his advice. 
Risien pecans grow- In practical- 


ly all nations. They grow In the 
garden of the late poet, Alfred Ten- 
nyson. The pecans were sent to 
Tennyson more than 40 years ago. 


The same year another shipment 


went to the late Queen Victoria of 
England. 
Last Christmas Risien 


sent pecans to the .queen's grand- 
son and granddaughter, the Duke 
and Duchess of Rlchlleu. The Duke 
is a son of depose.d King Alphonse 
of Spain. 
. 
Because royalty could not accept 


gifts, Queen Victoria sent Risien 
5 shllifigs, or 1 crown, for the eight 
ounces of pecans (limit of post- 
office rules) ho sent her. 


The 
veteran grower 
says 
he 


wants to grow still better pecans, 
At present he is experimenting 
with a Hveoak tree as stock wood. 
The large tree, located on a county 
road north of San Saba, has been 
deeded to Risien by the county. 


His work brought him recogni- 


tion from the forty-second legisla- 
ture. The body passed a resolution 
commending him for his many 
scientific discoveries. The Pecan 
Growers association, which was or- 
ganized here 16 years ago, also

HE men who founded T«xa« 
made wise provUIon iof the edu- 
cation of Texas children by dedi- 


cating large tracts of public lands to 
free Public Schools. 


These lands had but little value 


and brought but little income until 
discovery of oil and gas made them 
extremely valuable. 


School funds receive the income. 


The Qonunon School Permanent Fund now is $6,466.- 
703.71 and that of the University of Texas and Texas 
A. & M. College is now $18,490,411.71. This is chiefly 
due to oil and gas leases and royalties. 
"' 


This Income varies directly with the price of oil. When 


the East Texas oil field was wastefully "wide, open," oil 
dropped to 10 and 15 cents a barrel. 


The income of the Permanent School Funds during 


the year September 1. 1932, to August 31, 1933, totaled 
$1,569*266.22. 


Then the Railroad Commission of Texas, under the 


able leadership of Ernest O. Thompson, chairman, en- 
forced the present legislative policy of conservation. 


Immediately, the price of oil went to $1.00 a barrel. 
In the year September 1, 1934, to August 31, 1935, the 


income of, the two Permanent School funds rose to 
$3,797.562.27. This was a clear dividend to the school 
•children of Texas of $2,228,296.05 per year over the 
chaotic period of wasteful oil production.

SECRETARY OF STATE 
PREPARES TABULATE 


ELECTIONRETURNS 


LAW MAKES REPORT BAL- 


LOTING AS EARLY AS POS- 


SIBLE MANDATORY 


AUSTIN, July 14.—(/P)—The sec- 


•etary of state today prepared to 
abulate unofficial telegraphic re- 
urns of the democratic primary 
July 25 but past experiences Indi- 
cated the results would be frag- 
mentary for several days after the 
mlloting. 


A law enacted at the 43rd legis- 


ature provided for unofficial tabu- 
ation of returns by election judges, 
public posting of the memorandum 
a»d delivery to county chairmen in 
primary elections for speedy trans- 
mission to the secretary of state. 


The act specified that the "unof- 


ficial but complete report" of the 
votes should be transmitted 
"by 


elegraph or by more expeditious 
means" to the secretary of state. 
The secretary of state was directed 
to prepare an unofficial memo- 
randum on the status of returns re- 
ceived at least once daily until 
complete returns from every coun- 
ty were compiled. 
Charges for transmitting the In- 


formation 
on primary 
elections 


were made payable from funds of 
the political 
parties holding the 


elections, which, in the case of the 
July 25 election, will be only the 
democratic party. 
W. W. Halcomb, an assistant to 


Secretary of State R. B. Stanford, 
said he would set up tabulation 
sheets and keep a staff in the of- 
fice ready throughout election day 
and succeeding days to receive the 
returns and to make required tabu- 
lations. 
But past performances are very 


discouraging, he said. "In the past, 
the officials in counties required to 
send in returns have not done so. 
In the primary two years ago, the 
first held after enactment of the 
law, the returns were so fragmen- 
tary that they were not even total- 
led. 
In the constitutional amend- 


ment election last year the returns 
were only scattering." 
Halcomb said the department 


would issue 
a 
memorandum to 


county chairmen directing their at- 
tention to the article and its re- 
quirements. He said the letters also 
would remind them that the secre- 
tary of state's office had no ap- 
propriation with which to pay for 
the telegraph or telephone mes- 
sages on returns.

food prices now. The persons who 
are using the drought as an ex- 
cuse to increase their profits are 
taking advantage of human suffer- 
ing."

Wallace said: It is a matter for'

concern x x x thousands 


of farmers will need all the help 
we can give regardless of the 
weather in the days to come." 


The government, he said, "was

something or other. I sup 
pose they mean what I 
think about it. Why could 
they not say that?" 

It 
involves not so much misuse 
of words, he explains, as the 


complete 
breakdown 
of 


structure and syntax." If 
we are to preserve this won- 
derful language to express 
our though and experience, 
we must respect its gram- 
matical structure.

SHIPS IN COLLISION 


NQ LOSS OF LIFE, HOWEVER, 
WHEN TWO BIG VESSELS 


CRASH OFF BALTIMORE 


BALTIMORE, July 15.— 


(#)—A steel-laden freighter, 
plowing through -the dark- 
neas, rammed its prow deep 
into the side of a Chesa- 
peake Bay boat outside the 
harbor here and gave the 
235 passengers what one of 
them described today 
as 
"the 


closest shave I ever had." 


After a scene of near panic 
aboard the rammed ship and sev- 
eral^ riourg anxiously awaiting res- 
cue, 
the passengers,. Gov. Harry 
W. Nice among them, landed safe- 
ly" in port at daybreak aboard a 
ferry boat. Nearly all had been 
badly jolted and some were bruis- 
ed. 


Tightly locked together, the two 
vessels, the bay ship State of Vir- 
ginia and the freighter. Golden 
Harvest, drifted aground off Seven 
Foot Knoll with their crews still 
aboard. The coast guard cutter 
Apache, which aided 
actively in 
the rescue, stood by. 


.Ship officials started an inves- 


tigation into the cause of the 
collision, which occurred between 
10.30 and 10:45 o'clock last night, 


The passenger boat, 
a three- 
decker, was returning members 
of the automobile trade association 
of Maryland from a two-day con- 
vention at sea. The impact brought 
a-floor show to a sudden halt and 
Interrupted merriment going at 
full blast aboard the ship.

POCKETBOOKS OF CONSUMERS 


FOR MANY MONTHS TO COME

1936 drought may burn consumers' 
purses for months, a comprehen- 
sive survey of farm commodities 
markets Indicated today, though 
it concentrated its destruction of 
American food supplies into a pe- 
riod of a few weeks. 
The crop scourage, speeding the 
sharp rise of wholesale food prices, 
a major factor in the cost of liv- 
ing, already has been mirrored at 
retail counters and now is dipping 
into housewives' budget. 
Behavior of the markets, au- 
thorities declared, suggested the 
breaking of the drought would 
bring at best only modest and 
perhaps only temporary relief to 
city consumers who will pay their 
portion of widespread agricultur- 
al damage in higher food costs at

..Officials said the food and feed, 
either already delivered or-now en 
route, had been purchased by the 
federal surplus commodities option. 
It is being turned over without 
charge to state relief agencies.

recent season except 1934. 
It added that hay supplies pro- 


bably would be about as light as in 
other drought years, excluding 1934. 


Colncldentally, the weather bu- 
reau reported that "more or less 
irreparable damage" had been done 
by the drought but that the bulk 
of the crop would recover if rain 
and cooler weather came soon. 
In Its weekly weather and crop 
bulletin, "the bureau added that the 
greatest permanent harm so far to 
the corn crop had occurred in 
Missouri, Kansas and Oklahoma. 
Harvesting of winter wheat was 


described as practically completed, 
while rapid deterioration in the 
spring wheat crop was reported.

AUSTIN, July 15.—W— 


The supreme court today 
upheld the power of 
the 


railroad commission to reg- 
ulate operations of trucks on 
public highways. 


It ruled specifically in 


the case of the New Way 
Lumber 
company 
of 
Houston 
against the commission that ofti- 
cers need not have a search war- 
rant before they may stop trucks 
and determine if they are being 
operated in violation of the law. 


The court sustained he 
Gal-, 
veston court of civil appeals which 
had dissolved a temporary Injunc- 
tion granted 
the 
company re- 
straining 
the 
commission, 
the 
highway patrol and other officers 
from interfering with movements 
of its trucks. 
The opinion by Associate Justice 
John H. Sharp said that if an of- 
ficer had probable cause to be- 
lieve that a vehicle was being op- 
erated without a permit or with 
an unlawful load he might stop 
and question the driver and arrest 
him without warrant if the law 
was being violated. 
"To hold otherwise would ren- 
der ineffective the reasonable and 
wholesome laws enacted for the 
protection of the public and the 
highways," Justice Sharp said. 


The court ruled that the fact 
the company carried lumber in its 
own trucks did not exempt it 
from regulation by the commis- 
sion.

Postcard Portrait of Klnr. 
Inspector Sands produced * two 
rounds of ammunition taken from 
the man, along with a black-bor- 
dered envelope containing a post- 
card portrait of tho King and 
a newspaper On which waa pen 
cllled; "May I love you?" 


His name and charge agalns 


him were not mentioned in the ac- 
tual court proceedings. 


After the accused had been re- 
manded to Jail, a solicitor represent 
ing him stated: 


"In view of reports which ap- 
peared in today's evening papers 
the prisoner wishes to say there 
was no attempt at assassination 
nor was there any intention of as 
sasslnation." 


Until recently, the defendant was 
quoted as saying ,he had been edit 
or of a paper called the "Human 
Gazette." 


At first, police 
announced his 
loaded revolver • "fell In the road- 
way between the King and the 
troops following him." 
Assert Man Aimed Gun 
There were witnesses who assert 


ed the suspect actually aimed tho 
gun at the King but that "a woman 
In grey" knocked the gun from his 
hand. 


The brief, desperate scuffle took 
place close to Wellington Arch at 
the crown of Constitution Hill. 
The King, uniformed as an of- 


ficer, was riding a horse at the 
head of troops to whom he had pre 
sented new colors In Hyde Park. 
Cheering throngs packed 
both 
sides of the roadway as the mon- 
arch, followed closely by his broth- 
er, the Duke of York, rode back 
toward Buckingham Palace, 
The King retained his calm dig- 


nity throughout, although several 
witnesses said they believed he saw 
the armed man in the crowd before 
the quick commotion broke out. 
Women screamed 
and fainted 


Powerful bobbles swarmed In on 
the suspect and rushed htm away 
before violence developed. 


Day's Routine Uninterrupted 
The King rode on into Bucking- 
ham's courtyard, later motored to 
St. James' palace for lunch and 
state business, then went by auto 
to Fort Belvedere, his summer resi- 
dence. 
There he changed Into golfing 


clothes and played a round of golf 
at Coombe Hill, planning to return 
to London In the evening. 
The whole English capital was 


thrown Into consternation by the 
incident. 
Newspaper extras were swept off 


the stands by excited throngs seek- 
ing to learn every word of the 
escape of their King. 
Sir John Simon, home secretary, 


told the house of commons: "The 
whole house will be profoundly 
thankful that the risk to which 
His Majesty was exposed was so 
promptly averted." 
Witnesses' statements 
Indicated 
the suspect was standing In the 
crowd near the arch until a few 
seconds before the King rode by. 


Then he suddenly pushed himself 
to the front rank despite the usual 
police precautions of uniformed 
bobbles on both sides of the thor- 
oughfare and detectives scattered 
through the crowd.

Christians of Apostolic Age—Not the Form 
Of Civilization, But Its Spirit Is What Counts

Everybody \t 
thinking 
about 
it; millions are talking about it; 
thousands are writing about it— 
a better order of life for human 
society. 
So widespread is this 


idea, and so definite and drastic 
have been some of its recent ex- 
pressions in the nations, that it 
may conservatively be said that 
we are today in the midst of a 
world revolution. 


Within this mood, ot course, 


all sprts of extreme theories are 
finding expression. 
Fascism, Na- 


ziism, Communism are no longer 
abstract 
political 
conceptions. 


Broadly speaking, bewilderment is 
the characteristic 
of our 
time,- 


around the whole earth. 


Bible's Light on Problem. 
With that uncanny timeliness 


which has marked so many of the 
passages of Scripture chosen for 
the International Sunday school 
lesson, to be taught to and dis- 
cussed by nearly twenty millions 
or persons of all' ages, the BlbU 
Lesson for today strikes directly 
and definitely at the whole sub- 
ject of a socialized civilization. 
The five passages assigned cover 
the field. 
We may imagine the 
earnest discussions, with clashing 
views, that will be held next Sun- 
day in tens ot thousands of Bible 
classes—the most potent forums 
in the land. 
It may astonish some progres- 


sive persons to know that, in its 
earliest days, the Christian church 
in Jerusalem tried out the exper- 
iment of socialism, or commun- 
ism. 
Recent Russia was hardly 


more radical in its conception of 
human relations than the Jeru- 
salem church. 
Like Russia, 
those 
apostolic 


Christians found that the ideals 
of communism were not work- 
able; so like Russia of today, 
they modified them. The experi- 
ment of having all things 
in 


common did not succeed in Je- 
rusalem; deception, evasion and 
discrimination 
quickly 
cropped 


out. 
Before many years we find 


the Christians of 
the 
Mother 


Church so poor that Paul had 
to take up a collection for them 
amidst his converts on the mis- 
sion field. 


The Glow of Brotherhood. 
Apparently, It has never any- 


where been possible to maintain 
cheer socialism. But the glow of 
generous feeling and the spirit of 
comradeship 
and 
brotherhood, 


which animated the early church 
in its great experiment, may be 
a continuing thing; Indeed, has 
been so whenever vital Christian- 
ity is found. 
The 
unselfishness 


of 
sincere Christians, animated 


by New Testament ideals, is the 
hope of the world. 


In our absorbing Lesson story, 


the point to be stressed is not 
the form of experiment attempted, 
but the record of the state of 
mind of the first disciples. These 
are the vital words of our text. 
"The multitude of them that be- 
lieved 'were of one heart 
and 
•oul; and not one of them said 
that aught of the things he pos- 
sessed were his own." There you 
have the significant picture of 
the beginning of 
the 
greatest 


brotherhood the world has ever 
seen. That was a true fraternal 
order, It represented the spirit- 
ual unity which has kept the 
church an invincible force through- 
out the ages. 
The minds 
and 
hearts of the 
individual Chris- 
tians were so suffused with the 
love of Christ that 
it 
welded 


them into an overwhelming spirit- 
ual oneness. 


Government Form And Spirit. 
Many persons today are waking 


up to this profound truth. It is 
the spirit, and not the form that 
counts. When dominated by the 
mind of Jesus, any system of 
government may work 
out 
in 


• brotherhood and common well be- 
ing. 
Without the Spirit, 
even 


the most 
socialistic 
enterprise 


collapses. It is vain to believe, 
"all ye are brethren," unless there 
Is first the 
motivating 
power. 


"One is your Master, even Christ." 
Christ-controlled individuals alone 
can make a truly Christian stateti 
free from oppression, exploitation' 
and injustice. 


So 
the 
shortest, 
straightest 
road to a remedying of what is 
wrong with the world is to bring 
men and women—and especially 
boys and girls—one by one, under 
the sway ot the Saviour. 


There will have to be a change 


of hearts In mankind before the 
ghastly evils that are at present 
rampant in the world 
can 
be 


ended; and that change of heart 
can come only through the trans- 
formation of individuals. We are 
thus engaged in the most practi- 
cal form of politics when we are 
winning persons Into the Chris- 
tian 
fellowship. 
As 
President 


Roosevelt, and many others be- 
sides, have lately said, a revival 
of spiritual religion in the land 
would settle nil of our problems, 
social, political and economic. 


Property And Poverty. 


In the new social consciousness 
that 
is nowadays stirring 
hu- 


manity 
everywhere, 
concerning 


the Inequalities of the distribution 
of wealth, this 
religious 
note 


alone can save us to sanity and 
security. 
Once It 
becomes 
a, 


deep religious conviction that the 
"haves" and the "have nots" are 
brethren of Christ and of one an- 
other, an entire new spirit will 
rule the life of the world. 


Indeed, the Apostle John, who 


was closest to the heart of Christ 
as he was closest to His bosom, 
laid this rule down as the final 
test of religion 
(I John 3:14): 


"We know that we have passed 
from death unto life, because we 
love the brethren. He that loveth 


one practical result of this pres- 
ent Lesson would be that many 
sincere Christians, 
possessed of 


wealth which they plan to trans- 
mit to relatives who do not need 
it, would make it their immedi- 
ate business to search out de- 
serving brethren whose service of 
God is hampered by 
lack 
of 


money. 
Consider the ministers, 


the home and foreign mission- 
aries, the talented 
writers and 


social workers, whose 
capacity 


would be immeasurably increased 
by a few hundred dollars. The 
possibilities of the ministry 
of 
money are great 
fceyond 
the 


dreams of most persons who pos- 
sess it, 
' 


The "Grace" of Giving. 
It is made clear, by the day's 


assigned Scripture, that although 
the experiment of a 
socialistic 


community among the Christians 
of Jerusalem did not succeed, the 
spirit of unity and brotherhood 
and chastity which animated It 
persisted in the church. 


Paul, early taught his 
Gentile 


converts that giving is a grace. 
He praised the generosity of the 
poverty-stricken 
Macedonians. 


He urged the Corinthians to "see 
that ye abound in this grace al- 
so." 
And he clinched his plea 


by the awesome, mystical state- 
ment that, "Ye know the grace 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, that, 
though He was rich, yet for your 
sakes He became poor, that ye 
through His poverty might be- 
come rich."
